“It will take a good many years
to establish a standard,” said Dr. !
Noyes, “but a standard is just as
important as the mental test,
which is shown by the records of
the students in preparatory
schools. We find that many stu-
dents are not capable of carrving
(the full amount of University
iwork; that many are not physi-
cally fit for places on athletic
teams, and even some that
should study but very little.”
